He said he was leading tho pure pro­ 
hibition fight in Texas and would ex­ 
tend it on into the Legislature and 
would battle for its success if elected 
Governor.

line up to battle and then leave the I 
fight. The burden of his criticism 
was cast upon the position of Judge 
Poindexter. 
The prohibitory three-mile propos­ 
al as respects county schools and 
churches came in for scathing ridicule. 
Prohibition, he said, cannot be leg- 
ally localized. 
The people of the 
state had the same right to create 
genuine prohibitory laws as the vot­ 
ers do of precinct or town and county. 
It is a great moral question in which 
the existence of open saloons in one 
locality encroaches on the rights and 
Happiness of neighboring communi 
ties. 


The speaker took a shot at those 
| newspapers of the state which he de- 
[ scribed as anti in sentiment. 
He 
said they were asking why “ Johnson 
would not give us a rest on the prohi­ 
bition question,” and that it was sim­ 
ply because they realize he is building 
sentiment against the cause they re­ 
present,

he would continue 
prodding with a sharp stick through 
the remainder of the campaign and 
into the Legislature if possible, until 
the people obtained their rights and 
wishes.

We are waiting for this en­ 
tirely possible elastic varnish, which, 
when it shall come, will be more wel­ 
come to the manufacturers of fine fur­ 
niture than the flying machine is to 
the world at large. 
A piano, delicate 
as it is, could be stored in an

house without detriment to its pol­ 
ished surface, provided the tempera­ 
ture was kept even, but changes, es­ 
pecially lf sudden, are fatal to tho 
beauty of the case.”

AGRICULTURE IN ALASKA. 


P it 
Remarkable Possibilities of the 
Northwest Possession. 
The area of Alaska is so great that 
the United States government main­ 
tains five agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions in the territory, so situated that 
crops may be tested under all the cli­ 
matic conditions. 
Sitka, on the strip 
of coast projecting southeast, has a 
fairly mild climate, while the station 
at Rampart is close to the arctic cir­ 
cle. C. C. Georgeson, special agent In 
charge of all the stations, in his an­ 
nual report for 1908, recently issued by 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture, 
declares 
unqualifiedly that 
“Alaska is an agricultural country,” 
that good hay can be produced “In any 
quantity” for winter feeding, while the 
native grasses “can maintain livestock 
in excellent condition in summer.” He 
says also that “potatoes, cabbage, caul­ 
iflower, rhubarb, turnips, lettuce and, 
in short, ail the hardy vegetables can 
be grow’n to perfection up to and even 
within the arctic circle, as has been 
probed by thousands of settlers.” But 
before Alaska eau be largely settled 
railroads and wagon roads must be 
built. 
Under present conditions, he 
says, “few farmers can afford to go to 
Alaska w ith their families. live stock 
and equipment.” The expense of trans­ 
portation “would equal the cost of a 
farm in the states.” 
Abundant sunshine Is essential for 
good crops in Alaska. In 1908 the rain­ 
fall during the growing season at 
Sitka was 16.22 inches against 24.76 
Inches the year before and 18.91 inches 
in 1900. 
The smaller rainfall meant 
more sunshine, aud the re.su. t in 1908 
was large crops of potatoes, cabbage, 
cauliflower and various root crops. 
The quality also w as better. 
Mr. Georgeson believes that Alaska 
has undeveloped resources sufficient 
for the support of a large population. 
But there, us he says, “Nature Is stern 
and uncompromising, and we must sub­ 
mit to the conditions she Imposes.” 
Among many interesting facts given 
in the report is this: Watermelons 
wefe brought to maturity out of doors 
on the Hot Springs farm, which is In 
the Tanana valley, in latitude 04 de­ 
grees tiorth. It seems that on part of 
this farm the soil is warmed from the 
same source, whatever it is, that heat4’ 
the water of the s p ri^ || 
bas now 150 ac**— 
crop, the greater es.

Paulhan. 
At Los Angeles even the

T hat is what George W. Perkins did 
one bright Sunday morning, if the 
dope is handed down aright. 
He shifts 
ed his chair about a trifle to get a still 
better view. 
Unhappily, one leg of 
his chair had been resting close to 
the top of the steps that led down 
from the choir loft to the main audi­ 
torium. When George shifted his chair 
he shifted one leg over the edge of 
that stairway. 
A second later a bright young man, 
destined to be one of the great finan­ 
cial geniuses of the coutry, lay all in 
a heap at the foot of the pulpit.

the sermon was brought to a complete 
stop just as effectively as if it had

great end proposed to send a deput a 
tion to London to ask 
its

townsman to reconsider his decision 
But Sir Francis is firm, asking his 
friends not to send a deputation. 
Dig­ 
nified and businesslike in debate and 
a perfect m aster pf several subjects, 
he has been for a generation a type of 
the hard-working private member. 
“The man who stays too long in 
parliam ent m akes a m istake.” 
he 
said, in an 
interview. 
“Palmerston, 
my first premier, and Gladstone both 
stayed too long. 
Gladstone quite lost 
his balance toward the 
end. 
Fven 
Lord Morley cannot defend all Glad 
stone did in later years. 
“The house once had a good laugh 
at Gladstone. 
He was speaking with 
contem pt of Disraeli’s followers and 
stopped for a word to describe them 
‘Satellites,’ suggested Disraeli quietly 
It was obviously the word Gladstone 
wanted, and the house roared with 
pleasure, while Gladstone was plainly 
upset. 
“I rem em ber another occasion when 
Disraeli took the sting out of an at­ 
tack by Gladstone. 
The latter 
had 
been speaking in his romping way, 
throwing his arm s about and declaim 
ing vigorously. 
Disraeli rose from the 
other side of the table and said with 
apparent 
seriousness: 
“While 
the 
right honorable gentleman was speak­ 
ing I was glad lo feel that there was 
* big piece of furniture between us.’ 
In black and white th at is nothing, but 
Disraeli’s m anner delighted the house 
“Parliam entary life 50 years 
ago 
was more tempestuous than it is now’ 
I was in the house in Speaker Peel's 
time when two men began to fight. 
One of their men very rudely came 
and sat on our bench and it was re 
dented. 
Then the speaker was sent 
for and peace was restored.” 
Sir Francis Powell’s chief claim tc 
rem em brance will be the Interest he 
has taken in sanitation and education. 
He will retain his seat until the close 
of the present parliament. 


Hay Farm ing Gradually Extract* F tr 
tility From th* Soil. 
Hay 
farm ing is sometimes called 
mining the land because it is supposed 
to gradually remove and exhaust the 
fertility of the farm in the same way 
th a t mining removes the ore supplies. 
Yet production of hay for market pur­ 
poses seems to be more and more pop­ 
ular of late years, owing partly to the 
high prices of hay and to the better 
understanding of the use of agricul­ 
tural chemicals for hay production. 
Hay farm ing with chemicals as com­ 
monly 
practiced 
no doubt removes 
more fertility than it restores, but the 
process is very slow and no doubt 
highly profitable under right conditions. 
The owner of fertile, moist grass 
4a,nd might well say with the mine 
ow ner that he cannot afford to leave 
too much ore iu the ground or too 
much fertility in the soil, but prefers 
to sell it and have the value a t inter­ 
est. 
Fertile, moist land will often con­ 
tinue producing good, profitable crops 
of market hay for an ordinary work­ 
ing lifetime. 
In England, where the 
climate is very favorable to grass, a 
sod is often kept fifty years without 
breaking. Not much land in this coun­ 
try will stand cropping so long to one 
specialty, but natural grass land will 
stand the process a very long time. 
To exhaust the land as little as pos­ 
sible It is necessary not to scrimp In 
top dressing, but to put back the great­ 
er part of the fertility th at is taken 
out by the crop, returning it in the 
form of m anure or chemicals, or both 
combined. 
If the land is top dressed 
enough to keep the crop large, but not 
extra large, say about two tons per 
acre the first cutting, while the second 
cutting is not mowed nor fed off, but 
allowed to stay and decay on the land. 
a good deal of fertility and vegetable 
m atter will be returned to the soil, and 
this course may be kept up a long 
time, especially on soil which is deep 
and fertile—as for instance, a piece 
of swale which has been draintiled 
three and one-half to four feet below 
the surface. 
Such soil is often almost 
perfect for grass—a genuine bay mine. 
so to speak—and with right treatm ent 
will continue to return a big income 
for tw enty years or more. 
The plan of hay farm ing with chem­ 
icals has its attractions, especially for 
the oldish man w’bo desires to get rid 
of the care of live stock and to cut 
down his labor outgo to the lowest 
possible amount. With good grass land 
it is considered th at the plan of mod­ 
erate 
top 
dressing 
with 
chemicals 
brings a larger income for the labor 
employed than any other system of 
management. 
Frequent plowing will 
give a larger average crop with an 
equal am ount of fertilizer, but it costs 
more to produce and is mere work to 
harvest. 


Origin of Flower Nrm es. 
It is interesting to know bow certain 
flowers got their names. 
Many were 
named after individuals. For instance, 
fuchsias were so called because they 
were discovered by Leonard Fuchs. 
Dahlias were named for Andre Dahl, 
who brought them from Peru. 
The 
camellia was so called for a mission­ 
ary named Kamel, who brought some 
magnificent specimens of the flower to 
France from Japan. 
Ile called it the 
Hose of Japan, but his friends changed 
it to camellia. 
Magnolias were named 
iii honor of Professor Magnol de Mont­ 
pelier, who first brought the beautiful 
tree to France from America aud Asia. 
Because they trembled with the wind 
is the meaning of anemones. 
The 
Latin word to wash is harare, and 
lavender received its nam e because 
the Romans put the flowers into tho 
w ater when they washed to perfum e 
their hands.

Tuberculosis Sermous. 


Announcement of a national tuber­ 
culosis Sunday to be held on April 
1 24th in 215,000 churches of the United 
States was made today by the Nation­ 
al Association for the study and pre­ 
vention of tuberculosis. 
h ollowing campaigns against con­ 
sumption that have been carried on 
in the churches of hundreds of cities, 
and sermons on tuberculosis that have 
been preached before thousands of 
congregations during the past year, a 
movement has been started to estab­ 
lish a permanent tuberculosis Sunday, 
on which it is hoped that every one of 
the 33,000,000 church-goers in the Uni­ 
ted Staten will hear the gospel of 
health. It is planned to enlist the ac- 
tive co-operation of anti-tuberculosis 
organizations, labor unions, fraternal 
organizations, and other bodies to­ 
gether with the churches in the move­ 
ment. 
The aid of leading churchmen 
in many of the principal denominations 
has already been offered. 
All of the 
large 
interdenominational 
bodies, 
such as the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, the 
Young 
Women’s 
Christian Association, 
the K ing’s 
Daughters and Sons, and the various 
young people’s societies are also in 
sy input ny with the anti-tuberculosis 
campaign. 
It is planned that on April 24th tu­ 
berculosis sermons shall be preached 
in all the churches of the country. 
Literature will be distributed to mem­ 
bers of the congregations, and in 
every way an effort will be made to 
teach that tuberculosis is a danger­ 
ous disease and that it can be prevent­ 
ed and cured. 
Clergymen who desire to obtain ad­ 
ditional information in regal a to tu­ 
berculosis will be able to sem re liter­ 
ature from state and local anti-tuber- 
eulosis associations and boards of 
health, as well as from the National 
Association.
